A PROPOSED SETTLEMENT. 


H. W. Downing and the City Board 


of Education.

The Park Avenue building was com- 
pleted, and Mr. Downing superintended 
it, and received hia pay. But the high 
school structure never waa built. It 
dragged from day to day, from week to 
week, from month to month, and ia 
dragging yet. Mr. Downing never re- 
ceived any notice that hia aervices were 
not wanted. He waited for work to be- 
gin. The board has kept him waiting 
eight months, and he haa declined other 
work on account of it. His proportion 
ia that the board shall pay him $550 lor 
the eight mouths he has been kept wait- 
ing.

The Tlllare AVjMrr mnkca the follow-

the administration of 1'reeulent Ueve- 
land will bo that free trade will pass out 
of tho public miml, oiil of tho platforms 
of partiGB and no more vox na forever, 
rorhaps BO. Tuples hopes eo, but line 
no idea that we will bu fro« from tarm 
controversies for ninny generations. It 
is tlio supreme wcaknesa of a republic 
that it has no continuing policy, but 
moot shift its Bails to suit every paei 
political equnH and there ia Burc to be 
eoiiie faction equalling over the unit. 


Aa a mutter ot course there will he 


contention over the tariff in tlie future— 
tho nilJHBtment anil regulation of duties 
to secure the necessary revenues and to 
afford equitable protection to the coun- 
try's varied industries will require this. 
The regulation of the tariff will always 
bo a question of importance, but free 
trade will be eliminated from its consid- 
eration.

STOCKTNG THE STREAMS. 


Thousands of Black Bass Put Into 


Kings River. 


Game Warden Frank Uowell returnei 


yesterday from a trip to Kings river, a| 
mile above Kingsburg, where he put in 
•1000 black bass of the amall mouthed va- 
riety. These1 are the first installment of 
about 25,000 expected to arrive shortly. 
They were received in large vessels re- 
sembling a milk can with ventilating 
top.
